1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
SPAIN P200202992 with a filing date 12/24/2002. 

2. Amendment of claims 42-44 and 62 and cancellation of claims 1 -41 and 59-61 in 
the amendment filed on 1/12/2009 is acknowledged. Claims 42-58 and 62 are pending 
in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The rejection of claim 62 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph has been 

overcome in the amendment filed on January 12, 2009. Since claims 59-61 have been 
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canceled, the rejection of claims 59-61 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been 
obviated herein. 

5. Since the instant variable A of formula (I) does not represent phenyl, the instant 
compounds of formula (I) are distinct from Chakravarty et al. '975. The rejection of 
claims 42-58 and 62 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) has been overcome in the amendment 
filed on January 12, 2009. Since claims 59-61 have been canceled, the rejection of 
claims 59-61 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) has been obviated herein. 

6. Since the instant variable A of formula (I) does not represent phenyl, the instant 
compounds of formula (I) are distinct from Chakravarty et al. '340. The rejection of 
claims 42-58 and 62 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been overcome in the amendment 
filed on January 12, 2009. Since claims 59-61 have been canceled, the rejection of 
claims 59-61 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been obviated herein. 

7. Claims 42-58 and 62 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of above reference 
to obtain the instant compounds and methods of use has not been found. Claims 42-58 
and 62 are allowed.
